The evidence of the divera calabtlahee 

that the afler pari of the ship waa prac- 
tically Intact ai d R.ink In thai condition a 
very few minutes after the exploalon.

The magazines and sImII rooms were al- 
ways locked after liavinv been opened; and 
after the destruction of the Mains the keys 
were found In their proper place In tbO cap- 
tain's rahlii, everything having boon re- 
ported eecnre that evening at eight p, m.

Washington, March 25.— The Immenst 
mass ot testimony taken by tho Maine court 
ot Incfulry was sent to the senate Mon- 
doy, and with tho prostdsnt'a moasa«e and 
flndlncs of the court rofsrrod to tho com- 
mittee on forclpn relations. The testimony 
was taken on IS different days, tho four- 
tecDlb day, however, being devoted to view- 
ing tho wrack. Birary wltneas who was 
known to havs any Information that could 
Ihriw lljht upon the great disaster was 
cp.lled K) Klvo his testimony. The story 
ot the destructloVi ot tho vessel Is told, not 
graphically, but in a manner which glvoa 
all the obtainable facia. No technical do- 
tall Is omitted. Every movement and In- 
cident connected with the Maine from tho 
lima she left Key West until the last diver 
examined tho wreck, slowly sinking In the 
mud ot Havana harbor. Is given. It is n 
story intensely interesting to the people. 
Tboaa who read It 0011I4 hava UtUo doubt 
aa to whether Ihera xiraa an intamal or ox- 
ternsl explosion. Perhapo tho most sig- 
nlllcant testimony is that ahowing the bot- 
tom platea on tbo port side of the 111- 
falod Maino to bo bent Inward end up- 
ward, a result that hardly could havo fol- 
lowad anything save an explosion from the 
OUtsMa. A mass of testimony Is submitted 
showing tho caro exercised on board tho 
ship by Capt. Higsboo and his ofllcers, and 
the apparent Impossibility ot the accident 
occurring by any Internal cause, such a^ 
tho healing ot the bunkers, spontaneous 
combuatkin or so many other theorlea wore 
baaed. 

Tho testimony of Capt. SIgsbeo is of the 

greutest Importance and perhaps Is of more 
general Interest than that of any other 
man called before tho boitrd. With great 
care and minuteness ho kIvcs an ac- 
count of Ilie man.Ts;cniont of tlic ship, how 
the was handled, w hat was done from day 
lo day on board, how aha sailed into Ha- 
vana, her anchorage and what he knew 
aliout 11; nn l, In fact, every point upoin 
which llio irovcrnmei:t and tho country de- 
alres to bo Informed. Nothing In Capt. 
BIgaboo'a testimony shows that the anchor- 
ago was changed or that It was considered 
dangerous by ssiyons. 

Second to tho importance of the tcatl- 
mony ot Capt. Slgsbee la tltat ot Bnsign 
Pawe%u>n, who had charco of tlia divers 
and knew from day t.i day wbat fhcso 
divers found. This offloer was minutely 
Informed as to tho conatmction pt tho 
Mslne and everything about her. His 
testlmnnv wns to a certain extent tech- 
nical. In al liii; ii|>on tho conslriictlon of tha 
ship, her plates, etc., but it was from these 
plates and this technical knowledge that 
he was ablo to declare that the ezploslon 
took oJaoe from tho ou dde. 

The divers, Morgan, Olsen and Smith, all 
contributed Important evidence. They

A Diver's Story. 

Chief Qunncr's Mato Olaen. of the United 
States steamer Iowa, told how he had been 
seat to Havana tor tbo purpose ot doing 
diving duty on (hs wreck. lie had desesnd- 
ed tour times, making about eight or nlno 
houra uf total exarninatiun. 

Olsen told liow on his first descent ho 
went over the forward part of the ship. 
To use his own expression, he said: "I 
found the wreck all blowed up. I found a 
lot of grate burs down there." Tho second 
tlmo be went down further forward and 
there located a lot of tan-Inch aitoUs. For- 
ward of thaaa tho platea war* bont Inboard 
over them. 

Aaked If ho Imagined himself looking for- 
ward ha stated that ha did. Going over Iho 
plates ho struck Into a lot of slz-lnch sheila 
with the sitnga oa taoas, Oolng to the right 
wltneas stsled he found a lot of wreckage. 
It aeemed lo have boon blown over the star- 
board. Olsen ataled that ha put his hand 
Into the cranks and brought out several 
six-pounder shells. 

The next time he wenfdown, Olsen testi- 
fied he went outalde the ship, forward of 
the crane on the port side. He followed the 
bottom along and found tUat the ship's 
side waa blown outboard and along tbe 
ciane It could be walked on. 

"At the part where ahe la blown up com- 
pletely," witness said, "part of her bottom 
plates are turned up. Then you follow the 
bottom from there up, and tho plates are 
blown outboard. At tns top and underneath 
the bottom they are blown inboard and 
bent In. About three feet forward ot that 
spot there Is a piece of Iron laid along the 
t'ulkhead. The skin of the Inelde of tbe 
douhl<* bottoms Is curled like a sheet of pa- 
per Inboard from stem to stern. 

"AmIdshipe on the same place there is an 
armor plate, ono plate complete, tho top of 
the plate standing up. The plate la Inollned 
aver the starboard completely. It stands 
up with the thick part of the plate down, 
it Is Inclined forward, and over ' 
board."

New York, March 39.— (Spacial) 
—A Washington special to ' the 
Press tonight says: 

"President McKinley has in- 
formed the Spanish Government 
that no proposition for an armistice 
will be considered hy the Govern- 
ment of the United States which 
does not contemplate the altimata 
independence of Cuba. 

"A demand was made npon 
Spain by the State Department to- 
day for immediate response to the 
President's practical ultimatum. 

"This is President McKinley's 
method of determining the negotia- 
tions which have actively been in 
progress between Madrid and 
Washington for the last forty-aight 
hours. 

"The correspondence has been 
of exceeding importance, and 
when laid before Congress will 
show to the world the active efforts 
of the President in b^Slf of the 
Cubans. 

"President McKinley realizing 
that the climax in the Spanish sit- 
uation has culminated, he has been 

pressing the contention of the 
United States for peace with vigor, 
and will hope for a peaceful settle- 
ment. But Spain has not respond- 
ecfwith that promptness which the 
situation requires, and events have 
been crowding each upon the other 
so rapidly that he. realizes the 
American people have grown im- 
patient to the point of revolt. 

"There probably is no better 
judf,'c of pulilic opinion than the 
President of the United States, 
lie has kept in touch with it from 
the beginning of the Spanish trou- 
ble. If his methods have seemed 
too deliberate, they have bean none 
the less patriotic and insistent. 
There lias been only a single pur- 
pose in the President's mind from 
the start — peacably, if possible, 
but by force, ii necessary, Spanish 
dominion in Cuba most coma to 
an end. 

"How soon the Spaaiards caa 

be brought to a realization of their 

danger in the present crisis can 
not be told, but to avoid war Spain 
must ri^ht about face and admit 
the justice of the position which 
has been assumed by this country. 
However this may be, the Presi- 
dent understands from recent de 
velopments that Congress no 
longer will watt upon Spanish i»p* 
resentations. 

* • • • 

The sending of that fleet of min- 
iature vessels is regarded as a mes- 
senger of hostile intent. If it be 
true that a second torpedo flotilla 
has departed from Cadiz for the 
Canaries to meet the Cristobal 
Colon with Weyler aboard it will 
be considered a declaration of war 
by Spain. Ttie President will be 
requested to give warning to Spain 
that her flotillas shall be turned 
back. They must not advance to 
a position where they can prey 
upon the vessels Of the Amanean 
navy by surprise. 

"If Spain fails to heed this 
warning instantly the Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs will re- 
port a resolution declaring for 
armed intervention. 

"First — The independence of 
Cuba will be recognised. 

"Second— Spain will be ordered 
to withdraw from the island. 

"Third— The President will be 
authorized and directed to use the 
army and navy of the United 
States to carry tha lasototion into 
effect. 

"Technically the plan outlined 
is not a declaration of war, but in 
substance it is the same thing. 

Spain can avoid the penalty im- 
plied in the last provision only by 
submitting to the other two"

A marked increMe ia the value 
of live stock on farms is reported 
from almost every section of the 

country to the Agricultural Depart- 
ment. In a bulletin issued this 
week it is announced that the total 
value of all kinds of live stock on 
farms showed an incCMM OB Janu- 
ary I of 1236,163,859, or 11.37 per 
cent, as compared with tne cor- 
responding date last year. Farm 
horses increased in value $25,713,- 
011; mules, $6,729,972: milch 
cows, $65,373,833; oxen and other 
Mittle, 1104,3671313; iheep, $25,- 
700,191, and swine, #8,078,639. 
The hones nambered 13,960,911, 
a decrease of 403,756; milch cows, 
1,584,886, a decrease of 100,841; 
oxen and other cattle, 29,264,199, 
a decrease of 1,244,211, and swine, 
39> 759.993. ^ decrease of 840,283. 
On the other hand, sheep, number- 
ing 3>765>696, showed an increase 
of 838,319, and mules, numbering 
2,25'7,66, an increase of 43,011. 
The increase in value of farm ani- 
mals generally, in spite of the de- 
cline of their number in most 
instances, points, of course, to a 
noteworthy increase in prices in- 
uring to the benefit of the farmer.

Spain submitted the following 
proposition, not in writing, but 
orally, through Minister Wood- 
ford. 

An anniatiee until the ist of Oc- 
tober, during which eflorta aball 
be made to aettle on some basia of 
peace with the insurgents. 

The aid of the United Skttea to 
feed the starving. 

The return of the V^pOaoentra- 
dos to the country. 

If Spain and the insurgents fail 
to feacb a aettlement by October i, 
Spain and the United Statea ahall 
decide on a baaia of aettlement. 

This proposition was sent by 
Minister Woodford, witli the state- 
ment that the Sagasta Ministry de- 
sired to know if it would be accept- 
able to the United States.

The Preaident returned a counter 
proposition as follows:

AalmoaltT: Afloat. 

When asked wbathar there waa any dem- 
ODstration ot onimnatty bjr people afloat, 
Capt. Slcabea Mid that- there never vas 
on shores aa ha jitm Informad, bat there 
was afloat. lie thea (elated that cn the 
flrat Sunday afte^ tho Maine's arrival a 
ferryboat crowded denaely with people, 
elTlI and military, retnminK from a bull 
flght In Hegla, passed tho Maine and about 
40 people on board Indulged In yells, 
whistles and dorlslvo calls. Purine the stay 
In Havana Capt. Blgsbeo took more thtm 
ordinary precautions for tho protection of 
tha Maine by plactns aontrles on the fore- 
castle and poop, (luarantlne and slynal 
buoys on the bridge and on the poop. 

A corporal ot the guard was especially 
Instructed to look out for the port ganc- 
way, and tho olBcer of the deck and qnar- 
tormaater ware aapaolallr Inatmetad to 
look out for tha'Btarboard cantway; a 
quarter-watch waa kept on dock nil niarht; 
sentries' cartrldse boxes were fill. J, their 
arms kept loaded, a 'humber of charges of 
rapld-flre ammunition kept In the pilot 
house, and in tbe aiiare captain's pantry 
under the after aui>eratructure were kept 
additional charges of shell close at hand 
for tho second battery; steam wa.i kept up 
on two boilers Instead of one, and positive 
Instructions wero given to watch ciirefully 
nil the liyilrauUo gear and report defects. 
Saapected Trcacbrry, 

He said he had given orders to tbe maa- 
ter-at-arms and the order to keep a care- 
ful eye on ever}-body that came on board 
and to carefully observe any packages that 
might be lielj on the supposltlor. that Jyna- 
mlte or other high explosive might be cm- 
ployed, and afterwards to inspect the routes 
these people had taken, and never to lose 
sight of the Importance of the order. He 
state* that very few people vUlted the 
ship, I..Ieut. Commander Walnwrlght be- 
ing rather aevece on dciultory visitors. 
There were only two vtalts of Spanish mili- 
tary officers. Once a party of five or six 
Spanish ofllcers came on board, but accord- 
ing to tho captain they were constrained 
and not dciflrous of accepting much 
courtesy. This visit was during the ab- 
sence of Ihe captain. He said he made 
every effort to have tba Spanish oOcers 
visit tlio ship to show good will according 
'.o the spirit of the Maine's visit to Havana, 
but with exceptions stated no military offl- 
:er of Spain visited tho ship socially. 
I'rerautloBS In Fun-e. 

Capt. SIgsbee then went Ir.to lU tails re 
ganling the precautions In force, espoolally 

III relation to the quarter watchef, which ho 
said had never lieen rescinded. One of tho 
cutters wa!> In the water at tbe time of 
the accident and one of the ateam launches, 
Ihe flrst, was riding at the starboard boom. 

The captain said that the night was quiet 
and warm and that he remembered hearing 
distinctly the echoes of the bugAe at tattoo, 
which were very pleasant. Stars were 
out, the sky, however, bplng overcast. Tho 
Maino at tho time of tho explosion was 
heading approximately nortliv^csl, point- 
ing toward tbe Sheara. Ho was writing at 
his port cabin table at the time of the i!x- 
ploslon and wns dre.sseil. Ho thc<i went 
Into a description ot llio i xpl-i^ilon when ho 
felt tho cra.sh. Ho charucterUcd It ns o 
burstlnir. rciHllTif; and crashing sound, or 
roar, of Immi use volume, largely metallic 
In lis clinrai tor. It was succeeded by a 
mtlulllc Bound, probably of falling debris, 
a trembling and lurching motion of the 
vessel, then an Impression of subsidence, 
attended by an eclipse of clectrlo llghfi 
and Intense darkness within the cabin. He 
thought Immediately that the MaIno had 
blown up and she was sinking. He hurried 
to tho starboard cal In port, but changed 
his course to tho i;an.saf:c lia '.ing to the 
superstructure. Then he detailed the man- 
ner of meeting Private Anothon, which la 
much tha aama as has been published. 
Lieut, r'ommandar Walnwrlisht vms on 
deck n hi n ('apt. filgpl.ce emerged from 
the pa.ssagc\vay, and, turning to tho order- 
ly, ho asked for tho time, which was given 
as t:iO p. m. Sentries were ordered placed 
about the ship and tho forward magaslne 
flooded, if practicable. IIo called for per- 
fect silence. Tho survlvinr ofllcers were 
about him nt tlio ilnio i n the poop. He 
was Infornii ll that I'Oth forward anj after 
magasines were under water. Then came 
faint criea, and be aaw dimly white float- 
ing bodies In the water. Boats were at once 
lowered, but only two wcro found avail- 
able, tho gig and wlialebont. They were 
lowered and manned by ofllcers and men, 
and by the eaptaln'a dlrectiona they left 
tha ahip and assisted in saving the wound- 
ed, Jointly with other boats that bad ar- 
rived on tho Bceno. I'lie amidships by 
this time was burning Ilcrcely, and tho 
spare ammunition in the pilot hOttiM Waa 
exploding In detail. At this time TJeut 
Commander Walnwrlghl whispered to the 
captain that he thought tho ton-iiu ii niiic- 
axlno forward had been! thrown up liiio 
tho burning mass and might explode In 
time. Everybody was then directed to get 
Into the boats over the atem, which was! 
done, tho captain getting Into the gig. and 
then proceeded to the City of Washing- 
ton, where ha found tho wounded In tho 
dining salootr; being i un fully attended by 
the offlcera and crow of the vessel. He 
then wont on deck and obaerved the wrack 
for a few mlnutea and gave dlrectiona to 
have a muster taken on board tho City of 
Washington and other vessels an 1 .sat down 
In the captain's cabin and dictated a telo- 
•gram to tho navy department. Varloua 
Spanish ofllcials came cn board and ex- 
pressed aympathy ami sorrow for the acci- 
dent. The representatives of Qen. Ulanco 
and of tho admiral of the station wero 
nmong the Spanish officials wb& tendered 
their rospects. About 84 or SS men were 
foimd that night who aurvlved. By the 
time Capt SIgsbee reached the quarter 
deck It waa his Impression that an over- 
whelming explosion I, ad occurred. When 
ho <ani(- frijiii iho . .I'.ii! lie was practically 
blinded for a few .se. onds. His only thotlght 
waa fur the vessel, and he took no aoto' 
of tlie plicnomcnu of tho explosion. In re- 
ply to the direct question of whether any 
of tho magasines or shellrooms wero bjown 
up, the captain said It was extremely dif- 
ficult to come to any conclusion. The cen- 
ter of the explosion was beneath and a 
little forward of the conning tower on the 
port alda. In the region of the center 
or axis of tho explosion was the six-inch 
reserve magazine, whl.h contained very 
little powJi r— aliuiit 'h i pc.ind.i. Tho ten- 
Inch nia.i^azint \', a:i In 11m ; ;i ;if .-•ctii rul re- 
gion. Irii t . n t ): ■• ■ ' . ■ ' ...n ; . ,i!c. ( J VI 1- the 
tCH-lljch M:ii:a^'' In I o.jd 1 1 : t' I .loMl of 
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thCtdrret arfd in tne adjolnlh.<T passage a 
number of ten-Inch shells were perma- 
nently placed. According to Capt. SIgs- 
bee, it would be difllcult to conceive tho ex- 
plosion involved the ten-lnrh maeaslno, be- 
cause of the locatl m of the explosion, and 
that no reports Fh. w that any ten-Inch 
shells were hurled Into tho air because of 
tho explosion. 

The captain went Into details aa to the 
location of the small ammunition. He 
said that he did not tiellevo that the for- 
ward six-Inch magaslne blew up. Tbe lo- 
cation of the gtin cotton was aft, under tbe 
cabin. The tfun cotton priraera and tba 
detonators wero always kept In tho cabin. 
IIo stated that he ha* examined tho wreck 
himself, conversed with other omccrs tfnd 
men, but as tba Bpowlah authorltlea were 
very much averaa to an lareatlgatlon ex- 
cept ofTlclally, on the grounds as stoled by 
the B| anliih admiral that tho honor Of 
Spain was Involved, he forebore to exam- 
Ino tho BUbmarlno portion of tho wreck 
for the cause of the explosion until the day 
thn court convened. He said tho disci- 
)i!li:t; of Ihe ship was excellent. The ma- 
iliic K'.aril was In excellent condition. The 
rei I'.-i of tha medical department show 
that al.out one man and a quarter par 
(lay were on the sick list during tho past 
year. In the englneer'a department tha 
vessel was always ready and alwaya re- 
Fponslve tie paid a tribute to the crew 
bihI said that a quieter, better-nalorod 
Ini <if men hi> had never known on hoord 
niy \ ' SS, I In wlilch he had sorvtd.' TIcJtad 

no fault to find with the behavior of any 
man at tho time ot tbe dtaaater, and cos- 
sidcred their conduct adaUraMe. On hto 

examination by tha OOait Capt. SI|?sbpe aald 
that Iho highest t«aipatStliro he (oviIJ re- 
member waa U2, Imt that was In the after 
magaalagt Um tuiintwra In the f orwartf 
roagaalnaa vium oonaldarabljr lower. 
Ro Loose Powdao. 

There waa no loose powder kept In the 
magaxlne. All the coal bunkora were ven- 
tilated through air tubeo osaalned weekly 
by the chief engineer, and were corinected 
electrically to tho annunciator near his 
cal'ln do<ir. Tho forward coal bunker on 
the port side waa fulL The forward coal 
bunker on tho atartoofd aido was half 
lull, and It waa bttnv uaed at the time of 
the explosion. 

L'oal Bonkcra Hot Ovcrlieatetf. 

Capt. SIgsbee, being recalled, stated that 
he had detailed Lieutenant Commander 
Walnwrlght, Lieut. Ilolman and Chief En- 
Bincer Howell, all of tho Maine, to obtain 
Informalkin In regard to any outsiders who 
may have seen tba explosion. 

Capt ttgabaa alao gaTO aa bla oplnloa 
that If coal bunker A U bad been ao hot aa 
to be dangrerous to the alx-Inch reserve 
magazine, that this condition would have 
been shown on three sides whers the bunk- 
er waa exposed, and that men constantly 
passing to and fro by It would have neces- 
sarily noticed any undue heat. 

Capt. KlKstiee was recalled and examined 
as to the ammunition on board the .Maine. 
He stated that there were no high explo- 
sives, gun cotton, detonators or other ma- 
terial In magailnea or shell room, which 
the regulations prolilblted. He testincd 
that no warheads bad been placed on tor- 
pedoes since he had command of the ship. 
I'owelaoB AcoJa OB the Stand. 

Ensign Powelaoa was recalled on the 
sixth dar when ho aald that since his last 
testimony he had reoelved a book of speci- 
fications of the Maine. nefrr.shlnK bis 
memory from these records ho eald tha 
plates ot the protectlTO deck were one Inch 
thick, welgblBf dt pouado per aquare foot. 

Ensign Powelson wishing to give some 
testimony rei^ardlns the condition of the 
wreck, iluiiner a MatoOlaon, thedlver, was 
admitted. In order that he miKht correct 
any erroneous atatement, the two having 
worked together. 

Mr. Powelson Bald that on February H 
Diver Oiscn reported to him that on coming 
tip from below ho had l ulluwed the forward 
and after wIhks of tho V-shape made by 
tho bottom plating at frame 17, and aald on 
the forward wing of ths V the plates ran 
down on a very steep slant and then turned 
under and out under the starboard side; 
that Just above where Iho plates turned to 
170 under the starboard »^lile ho found two 
dents as it tho plating had been bulged In 
betweaa the framea from outside la. 

Tbe oourt aaked the also of these two 
dents. Mr, Powelson replied they were 
about two and one-half feet long and 
bulged In about six Inches. He further 
testified that Olsen again went down and 
again came to the surface at 11 o'clock, say- 
ing he thought he had found the flat keeL 
Olsen had reported that the keel was slop- 
ing dowiiwiint about degrees and to port 
with the after part of the keel uppermoat 
Ho said he h.ol explored the after wing of 
tbe V, and had found a seml-clrcular hole 
about two feet In diameter with rWet holea 
•n around It. lie said that seml-clrcular 
hole was about 20 feet from tho top of tho 
V made by the bottom plating. He aald Ihe 
plate presented a lagged appearance as it 
It bad been torn and that a oraok had ex- 
tended from the bottom edge of the eeml- 
clrcular hole to a distance of about eight 
Incheti, an l that tho plates about this hole 
were bent away from tbe green side of tbe 
plating. 

Mr. Powelson continued to say that Olsaa 
told lilm ho bad found a hole out In a plato 
29 feet from the angle ot the V and exhtb> 
ited a sketch showing that tbe keel line 
wns found by htm eloping down (6 degrees 
below the horlsontal and top port. 

The point where he hod found the keel 
was about 20 feet under water. He had 
not followed the keel at that point, aathe 
piutinRs between wbloh bo waa wsajai 
opened out SO that he had aothloc to aag^ 
nort him.

It tho forward part of the 
jilatlr.t; had l>een pushed in tha bi arils 
would havo been piilk I away from the aft- 
er plating as U the . .niis with tbe plates 
now." 

Th' J idgo advocate .i-kcl Mr Powelson 
how he h'.okcil upoii <,>N. Tr4 ii.-ilmony, la 
view of his knonfc.dKe of the Mair.e and the 
druwirnjs of the vessel. Ho repllid that he 
jCKaidcd II us extremely aeeurote. 

Tho Judge advocate asked Mr. powelnon 
what ho deduced from all this testimony 
rei-rtvcd from the diver that forenoon, to- 
rcth.r Willi what information as he had 
had l.foTc. 

Mr. I'owelson replied that be thought the 
exidooion oocurred on the port aldo some- 
where about frame 18, center of tmpoct. 

The ship ylcM-d ot 17 and also nt 1". but 
It uu.H pr. tly har.l to .say exactly w lu-ro 
the Impact came. I'^ramo IS waa blown In. 

"How do you account for the immense 
damage dono abreast of the reserve mag- 
azine, where there la nothing left, wherrus 
b' tween fiuuics 10 nnd IS yi u havo fuund 
damaged plates'." " Mr. PoWi lson wasaslu d. 
ICxploileil ro\; der TunU*(. 

"My IJca," he replied, "la that aln r tho 
ehl;! was raised up at tranio 18 the in-ii::!- 
zli.i oi.o or all ot them, after that ^^on 
exploded, for some powder tanka that 1 
have seen I think were exploded, while oth- 
ers I have seen were not exploded. I saw 
a coffee can that was brought up this 
morning which was about ns badly bat- 
tered as most ot tho powder cases that 
came up. It looked la very much tbe same 
condition." 

"When you nay some of tbe powder l.tnki 
had. In your ni.lnloii, exploded, nnd some 
bad not, do you refer to alx-lnch tanks 
only or two-Inch Innkn alsoT* 

"I refer to twth, us I have seen a six-Inch 
tank that was very little ripped open, and 
I saw one this morning that nad been flrst 
opened and flattened out, with evidences of 
burnt powder on It. I saw ore tin-Inch 
tank that was scarcely hatiercii ai all .ind 
only tho head of it gone. I also saw ten- 
Inch tanks with tho packing which looked 
like excelsior, unburnt, so fhal In my opin- 
ion some, iiut not all, of the ten-Inch and 
six-tiicli charK'. j w( re i xploded." 

Mr. I'owelson said four or five tanks had 
been brought up that mornlnR, hut he did 
not Hee all ot them. The only one he re- 
membered seeing was exploded and hurst 
out so that the case formed almost a plane 
surface. The ten-Inch tank had Its head 
removed, but It had preaervtd lis ap- 
proximate shape. 

When questioned further as to what he 
regarded aa the cauaa Of tba injuries, Mr. 
Powelson said: 

"On thcbotlom forward where that framo 
was thrown up it v.cuUl seem to me llio 
force was communicated some dlatabce 
through the wtater, becauae It waa Uf ted up 
Instead of being baittered In. It waa a 
force that was cushioned In some way, be- 
pause the diver tell.s me there was a bulge 
In plates between the two frames, and such 
a force as that would be a cushion pres- 
sure. (?o Ihe plates In that part of the ship 
not havlnif been broken tn this explosion 
Bay lia\e occurred after ard th^ fr.^m.s 
forward of the transverse armor being 
weaker than they are aft. the ahlp ailfbt 
have been lifted up there by tMa eoablon 
pressure from further aft." 

"It struck me," continued Mr. INWaliOn, 
speaking ot tite same part of tbe vaasel, 
"that the mine there could not have been 
very dose to those plates that were lifted 
up because, aa I say, the plates are Dot ao 
much damaged or bent in the form of a V 
and raised up a vertical distance. It seems 
to me tttat the mine was somewhat re- 
moved, and tha pressure came through the 
water which produced that cushion sort of 
pressure." 

Flatea IdeBtlflcd. 
Ensign Powellaon waa recalled on Feb- 
ruary 25 and showed tbe plana of the 

Maine, from which bo had Identined the 
bottom phites that wero blown up 
through tha upper deck. Tbe flnding ot 
these platea oa top of the wreck clear 
above water waa among tbe flrst and most 
important poliiU o( evidence clearly dbi- 
proving tbe possibility of aa latemal ex- 
plosion. 

After minutely describing tbe bottom 
plates, with their green coating of point 
and tho other marks by which they were 
Idenlllled. I'owellsoii stated that they must 
have been blown up 18 or W feet to reach 
their preaent poaltlon. 
I Beside Uie bottom plates, Fowellson 
found some powder from the bottom com- 
portment lodged in tbe angle of the bot- 
tom plates that protruded above the water. 
Tbe berth deck over tlila bottom compart- 
ment was also on tup of Iho wreck, and 20 
faek forwaMl of the plates, while this scc- 
tlM of tha main deck had dissappeared.

i^nsign I'owfllson was recalled on l/ia 
nth day, and deecrlbcd the reports made 
lo him by tbe divers which were afterward 
directly teotlfled to bofote the board. 
PowolhMM'n Miotekaa. 

Ensign Powellaon was recalled on Man h 
U and expl. lined how he Kot tho data for 
his skctchea, which played such an Imiioj-- 
tant part In the work of the court. Ho aald 
ho sent divers down at various polnl s slon« 
tho lino ot the keel as It lay broken and 
iwiatad on the harbor bed. Then bo got 
In a boat and located the points on tho 
keel by a h ad Una. On tbe Wreck he es- 
tablish! d ni l! ions at the msin mast, the 
port crane, tha amokeslack and so forth, 
and from theae basea be would get tbe 
bearings by anglea of his lead line aa It 
rested on the keel and other points of tho 
wrei krm'j uidir water. Thus ho was able 
to plat a map of tho wreck both above and 
below water that was mathematically cor- 
rect lly comparing this with Iheoretlcol 
plars of Iho vessel It waa poaelble to tell 
Just how much and In what direction any 
part ot the Maine had been distorted by 
the exploalon without relying on under- 
water estimates by the ducrs. 

"March t," teatincU I'oweilaon, "I sent 
Olsca down to the piaeo of koal, the vortical 
keel, to make further asploratloaa of Ihe 
ten-Inch mngaxino. He went down to where 
tbo keel became horizontal at frame Z3, 
walikCd aft about 2S feet and climbed over 
a lot of wreckage oonaisting of plates and 
bulkheads standing upright. The-upper 
ends were ra^Ked and he crawled over them 
to wliero ho 111 )in;ht waa a iinrl of a boiler. 
Ho could not KlVK dehnltu details but ho 
thought It was a liol^er. 

"A llltlo after this ho walktO out 10 port, 
clear of tiie ship In tho mud. He waa at 
this timo forward cf Iho break of thOBhlp 
at fiaino 41. lli turning al>out tea fOOtU 
ho found wi :..ii.-c. I le examined this plato 
and fouiij II ><.iv<d us If It were a part Of 
tho ship. It iiointed toward the starboord 
how. but It waa so dark ha could not dla- 
tlngulsh tho color. All tho edgea ot tbe 
plating were rough. Tha compartment 
r.ecmeU to Iw about I'j or three feet wide. 
Forward from this point he found a aix- 
inch tank. It waa Intact and waa aent up. 
It proved to be a full tank. He found a lot 
ot broken tanks split up on the scams and 
In one tank at tho cover which lias holes In 
It Ho found a lot of mud which was 
brought up and which looked like dissolved 
powder. There waa atty quantity ot aiin- 
llar mud In the aama iriaco. The mud 
around tbe tanka waa Haek, that of tha 
harbor la gray." 

Toadaioar •( P'ivnto Aatkoay. 

Private William Anthony, of tbe United 
States marine corps, whose coolness at the 
time cf the explu:ilcn In rejiortlng to Capt. 
Elgsbee has become tho theme ot admira- 
tion throughout the world, was the next 
witness. He testifled that he had the flrat 
waii.h from eight to twelve o'clock on the 
iilKlit of the explosion. Thero was drill that 
day and It was not necessary to open the 
magasines. In response to questions Pri- 
vate Anthony told his story, 

"I was standing on the main deck Just 
oiitsido tbe door on the starboard side I 
flrst nollcod a trembling and a buckling of 
the decks and then this prolonged roar- 
not a short report, but a prolonged roar. 
Tbe awnings were spread and where tho 
wing awning and the quarterdeck awning 
should Join there waa a space ol at least 
IS inches. I looked out andaawaaliuMaaa 

sheet of flamo and than X gWlflrJ tB tO 
warn tbe captain." 

"Did jrou notleo anjrparooptlblallat to tho 
ship at the flrat ahockr* 

"At the first shock, the ship Instantly— 
that la tho quarter deck, whero I waa 
standing- dipped forward and to port. Just 
like that (indicating). It apparantljr broke 
in the middle, Ilka that (Indicating), and 
surged forward and then went over to 
port." 

Witness said the upahoot of flame bo saw 
waa wall forward. It must have been for- 
ward of the superstructure, I cotUd see 
the debria going up with It. I do not know 
what It waa^ but X saw flrabeaada talac 
up." 

"Was It on tho port or starboard side?" 

"It looked muro to port than it did to 
atarboard. It looked tike it covered the 
.whole ahlp. It waa aa Uamonae alare that 
Illumined tha whole heavena for tho mo- 
ment, Ds much as I could see for tho awa- 
Ings." 

"Did you SCO any water with Itr* 
. "I didn't notice that, air. I atartad la 

tho cabin at once." 
This closed the brave marhte's toatlmonjr. 
\» Seeu by tho Chaplain. 

Chaplain John Chidwlok, 0( tho Malno, 
wan In bla room on board tha Idght Of thO 

occurrence, lloscld: 

"1 heard a loud report and everything at 
once Locarno dark. Tho lights wont out uiul 
there was a crashing sound of things tail- 
ing. I rusbsd on dec|| and got to tho cap- 
tain's poop, where 1 saw the captain giving 
Ills orders. After trying to cheer up tho 
men who wore eryinj; out on tho water tor 
help I Vi^as ordered by l.ieut. Jungen to k'o 
into a boat, whicli 1 did. He rowed around 
tho ship and picked up one man. Then 
at the ofi]"rs of tho eiVptnln, we pulled for 
the ( : V ot Washington." 

Asked buw iiiuiiy chocks ho feP, witness 
aald ho remembered only one. 

Baw Two Bsploaloaa, 

Louis Werthelmer, a tolMicco dealer of 
New York, who was a passenger on the 
steamer City ot Washington In Havana 
harbor tbe night of the blowing up of the 
Maine, the moment of tho explosion was in

"I hoard a report," said Mr. Werthelmer, 
"and at an Interval of anywhere from Ave 
lo IS Ro^oonda following the flrst report cams 
a Krcat explosion. In the iMirsI of flam* 
which followed 1 clearly and plainly saw 
the vessel rise In tho water, apparently 
three yards out. thea settle down before Ihe 
ih:ht cf Ihe rxpliialon went out Tho whoio 
thInK was over so quickly thai I could not 
baiaid a RUes.s at the IroKlh > f timo." 
Oalalde 'l>aflniony. 

Slgmund llolhichll 1, one of Ihe passer.- 
gera on tho City of Washington, was at 
•ye-wltneaa to the ezploalon. In company 
with his friend, Luis Werthelmer, who was 
aboard the CUy of WaaUastoa oa tbe 
alght of February II as she airted Into Ha- 
vana hiirl or. He msa on the stern of the 
Wathliigton. which was as'ern ard oa 
the port side ol the Maine. Tbe veasels 
were about Ml jrarda aaarl. RothaahlM 
said he waa naturally Inleresled In the 
Maine, and had taken a poslltnn « 1 1 tc they 
e> ol I get a Kood look at >ier. Josi a. ha 
hnd taken his eyes 0(1 her lo move his 
chair, there was a souod like a cannon 
shot In the darkneaa. lie Immediately 
looked toward tha Maine. He saw the 
forward end ot tbe vessel rise, be thouKht 
a couple of feet, out of water. An Instant 
later came a second dlitinct explosion. 
This seemed to burst from the Interior 
of the vessel forward In a dull flame, and 
the air was Instantly filled with flying 
debria The vessel lurched back In the 
water after the force ot Ihe flrst detona- 
tion that had lifted her bow, and quickly 
began to sink forwanl. In less thsn a min- 
ute her bow had dbMppeared. Thowraek 
took Are and burned for two houra. There 
Were slrclo re|>orls ihol kept up through 
all ttiut nine aa the llxed anuiiiiiillloa was 
reached by tlic flames, but these wero not 
to be confused with tho two big esplo- 
aleos which had destroyed tbe Maine. 
There waa no doubt about I he separation 
of these flrst two explosions, an Interval 
of two seconds at least separating them. 
The much-discussed section of cement that 
fell on Ihe deck of the Washington was 
two inchea thick and weighed 10 pounds. 
The engineer ot tbe Washington took ll 
to Mezica Pieces ot Iron stove in some of 
the WanhlnRtun's lioats and delayed the 
work of rescue. (Jtner wreckngo wsa 
hurled char over Ihe Washington. The 
boats cf tho Uparilsh nir.sblp Alphonso 
XII , ho said, were prompt lo go to Ihe 
rescue and were aided by the searchlights, 
i'ltiria Gnavds Pat Oa. 

LleuL A. M. Catlln, whowaalncbargeof 
tho marine guard, aald that when the ship 
went Into Havana harbor, two extra night 
sentinels were put on, one In tho forecastle 
and one 111 1 he ixiup armed with rifled. They 
had special orders to challenge ail boat* 
which approaehod tho ahlp near enough fotf 
a challenge. Thero waa a picked manron 
tho port gangway. The corporal'a guard 
iiis[ieeled the ship IlKhts below every half 
hour, the patrol taking his place whlla 
gone. 

Eleclrlo Wires All ninbt. 

LleuL Ocorge F. M. Holman, who per- 
formed the duty of navigator and ordnance 
offlcer and was In charge of the electric 
plant, testified that all possible precaution 
waa taken to prevent accident. The tem- 
perature of the magasines was taken dally. 

The elootrto wires were aeparated from 
tha magaslna by a double plating ot glass. 
Ho noticed nothing at tho time ot the ex- 
plosion tn iiullcatn that anything was the 
matter with the electric worka 

The examiner referred to Holman'a large 
experience In mattera of explosives and 
aaked his Impression of the wholo affair. 
Ho saidi 

"My Impression, not yet verrlflcd by div- 
ers' flndlnrs, Is that a very heavy mine 
went olT under tho Maine's boftom. The 
noise produced by a heavy mine would 
bo great In itaelf and adding to tha aeeond 
explosion would make tha two practically 
one and the same oxploslon." 

Korcloid tbe Troscdy. 

Henry Drain, a dark In the United States 
conaulate. Havana, was examined as to 
the receipt of an anonymous letter received 
by tho consiil-peneral In re^'ard to Ihe 
explosion of the Maine. Witne.sa produced 
tho letter, the date ot which was If'abruary 
18 ot the present year. There was no sig- 
nature. It being signed "An Admirer." 
Drain said It seemed to be the document 
of a fairly-well educated man. It was 
written In Spanish. Tho translation was 
produced and was handed to the Judge ad- 
vocate and read by him. Tho letter was 
referred to In tho record as being marked 
"F," but was not appended. 

In response to the queatlon as to whether 
anything had been dono to a.siertaln the 
truth ot the statements contuliied in the 
letter, tne witness said that thero bad. 

He asked-Oen. Iice to look Into the mat- 
ter, and he did not appear to know what 
to do, stating that he had no secret service 
money. 

A man by tho name of Pepe Tatco was 
mentioned in the letter. Witness said he 
had tried to discover the whereabouts of 
the man, and the one to whom he spoke 
said ths name was a nili^tuki-, that tho man 
mentioned had died a few days before the 
tho explosion of ths Maine, and that the 
letter referred to a Pepe Darquln, that he 
alao had died auddealy, about two or three 
days aftertheaaploaioaof the Maine. Wit- 
neaa declared hia lafcrmant was Mr. 
Charles Carbonnel, an American cltlaen. 
An Uakaowa Witness. 
A witness wna Introduced whoso name 
was suppressed by agreement between hira 
and the court. Ho had to talk through an 
Interpreter. This witness was crossing 
al>out half past seven o'clock on the mom- 
loa of tbe isth from Havana to Beglaa on a

Thore la good 
authority for saying that Spain's pres- 
ent wish is to secure a cessation of 
hostilities in I'uba rather than to en- 
gage in a war with the I'nilod .States, 
and that it is more tlian prolniblu 
that the negotiations between the 
government of the United States and 
the Sogusta inluiatry will take that 
tnm in the immediate future. The 
praaent Spanish mlntatry haa proteased 
a paalfta diapaaitk» tnm tka bagia- 
ning, and tha indieatlona ara atraag 
now that it wlU avaU itaeU of the 
good olBoea of the United Stataa to the 
fullest extent that public opinion in 
Spain will allow in bri ugiag toJUl Ond 
thu hostilities in Cuba. 

To wliut extent tlio Unitoil Sl.it,-s 
may go in assisting Spain iu her pres- 
ent design uf securing an armistice is 
not yet determined, but tha conserva- 
tive element in the admiaiatratlon con-

It oaa ba atated npoa high authority 
that thflia haa beaa no itbatement of 
tha p r a a tdent'a intention to see that 
tha war Is torminated when it is thus 
ilo.sed upon terms that will render the 
"ubans practically a free people. It is 
not believed that they woulu accept 
snylhing less, nor that Americans 
tvould l>o satibfled if we should enouur- 
sge a settlement that would not be ac- 
ceptable to the Cubans.

L A. W. Bulletin 

To protect and preserve the 
highways by withdrawing them 
from public use at times when 
they are likely to be injured b/ 
heavy travel is certainly a unique 
method of providing for the public 
welfare, but this is what the Ken- 
tucky statutes say: 

"Any corporation, company or 
individual who may, by unusual 
use of a road, materially damage 
the same, shall repair all damages 
caused by the use of Such road or 
roads. The supervisor or over- 
seer of roads slull, at any time 
when necessar\-, notify said cor- 
porations.companies or individuals 
of their duty as provided in this 
section; and should the said par- 
ties so notified fail, in a reasonable 
length of time, to be filed in the 
notice, to make such repairs, such 
parties shall be deemed guilty of 
obstructing the public roads, and 
shall be subject to a fine of not ex- 
ceeding ^100, to be applied to road 
purposes. "

While the American people are 
now practically united in the de- 
mand that hostilities in Cuba must 
cease and that the United States 
shall intervene to that end, even 
at the cost . of a war with Spain, 
they are divided as to the wis- 
dom of tlie President's policy in 
not having already restored peace 
to Cuba. There is, liowe\<r, no 
room for division as to the Presi- 
dent's motives in foltowtlig that 
policy. 

He has clearly been free from 
any selfish political purpose merely 
to advance his own or his party's 
interests. There is no doubt that 
war would be popular. It is be- 
lieved boili by the Kepublicans 
and by the Democrats that it would 
greatly strengthen the Republican 
party, if it would not eliminate for 
a time all formidable opposition. 
Maj. McKtnley was long looked 
upon as essentially a politician, but 
he seems to have risen a!)ove poli- 
tics in his treatment of the Cuban 
piestion. There arc many who 
deny his wisdom in postponing 
definite action so long, but there 
are few if any who believe that be 
has been actuated by any but the 
most honest motives. Tlu rc are 
many who believe he should have 
been less deliberate; but the)- do not 
believe that if he had been seeking 
selfish and party advantage he 
would have been so deliberate.
